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MAGNA Housing 
have abandoned plans 
for a new headquarters 
at Poundbury and will 
stay in their existing 
buildings. 

The company consulted 
staff about a move over a 
year ago, drawing up 
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plans for the new state of 
the art, low-carbon HQ 
which would have 
brought all its Dorset op¬ 
erations under one roof. 

At the time the com¬ 
pany said it would make 
the business more effi¬ 
cient and save on running 
costs. 

But Magna has now 
said that the economic 
situation means it won’t 
be making the move and 
has shelved its plans for 
the site, opposite the 
Weymouth College 
building off Middle Farm 
Way. 

Had the move gone 
ahead Magna would 
have been Poundbury’s 
biggest employer adding 
significantly to the 
Duchy’s boasts about the 
new section of Dorch¬ 
ester being a significant 
player in the county 
town’s overall economy. 

Magna will now im¬ 
prove some of its exist¬ 
ing buildings; in 


particular, the former 
meat factory on the old 
Poundbury industrial es¬ 
tate which, at times, has 
suffered from rainwater 
leaks. 

Work will also take 
place at the administra¬ 
tive headquarters, Hol¬ 
lands House. 

Both buildings are, in 
modern terms, old-fash¬ 
ioned and functional, 
rather than prestigious. 

Combined with the ad¬ 
mission that a new head¬ 
quarters will not be built 
Magna has recently 
made a limited number 
of redundancies after se¬ 
verely scaling back its 
social housing building 
programme. 

But while that side of 
Magna’s business has 
contracted, the com¬ 
pany’s tele-care and 
monitoring service, 
Magna Careline, has 
continued to grow taking 
on extra staff after win¬ 
ning big contracts in 


Hampshire and in other 
parts of the country. 

Finance Director, Lu- 
dovic Blackburn, said: 
“We investigated the 
possibility of relocating 
our two existing Dorch¬ 
ester offices to a purpose 
built building at Pound¬ 
bury. 

“After much considera¬ 
tion we concluded that 
the move would not rep¬ 
resent value for money. 
The cost of a purpose 
built-office, would 
be significantly more 
than its market value, 
and the savings that we 
expected would not 
bridge the gap. 

“We have decided in¬ 
stead to renovate both of 
our existing Dorchester 
offices, as this offers bet¬ 
ter value for us. 

“We hope to commence 
work on this project later 
this year.” 

The site which had 
been earmarked for 
Magna off Old Farm 
Way is on the market for 
development and is 
being handled by local 
agents, Bartle Pye. 
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JACKIE Ireland and her husband bought New- 
lands Holiday Park in Charmouth in 1999. 

She is originally from Solihull in the West Mid¬ 
lands but moved to the area 38-years-ago. She 
met her husband while on holiday at Durdle 
Door and, after marrying in 1975, moved to his 
Lulworth home, but they have slowly been 
moving west ever since. 

Her husband's family had owned holiday 
parks since the war and Jackie worked at his 
family business for 22 years before they 
bought Newlands. 

The couple has two grown up children. 


■ WHAT does your role at Newlands entail? 

My role at Newlands is very much hands on managing 
this family business with my husband. We are lucky to 
have our eldest daughter working with us and we employ 
15 people all year and up to about 50 in peak season. 

We all work very much as a team - although we all have 
defined roles everyone can pretty much muck in where 
needed. In the winter months we are busy getting every¬ 
thing ship shape and in place for the next year’s guests. 
We sort out marketing, health and safety, maintenance, 
spring cleaning, planning, staff recruitment and training. 
We are always on the look out for ways to improve New¬ 
lands and the guests’ experience. 

■ WHAT do you enjoy about your job? 

I enjoy talking to holidaymakers and meeting people 
from all walks of life. We have guests that are travelling 
through or working in the area but, on the whole, our cus¬ 
tomers are taking a short break or family holiday. I have 
known children arrive from a city and to see them expe¬ 
rience the sea or even see sheep and cows for the first 
time is wonderful. 

I love the fact that with this job you never know what the 
day holds for you - you do have to be ready to turn your 
hand to anything. With over 100,000 guests visiting us 
every year the job is never dull and changes as the sea¬ 
sons change. 

■ ARE there any special events coming up at New¬ 
lands? 

We have just held our first beer festival here at Newlands, 
which has been very successful. I’ve been driving the 
team here mad singing all the shanty songs all day long. 
We had plenty of local beers, local entertainers and some 
great local food. We are very lucky to have a great chef 
who believes in using local produce. 

We are also hoping to get involved in the Food Rocks fes¬ 



tival in Lyme Regis in September. 


■ WHAT do you like about the Charmouth area? 

I think Charmouth and the whole area in which we live 
is amazing. It’s so unspoilt, has fantastic beaches, and an 
abundance of natural beauty - the sea and countryside. 
Charmouth has it all - it is a thriving village. 


■ WHAT would you add to or change about the vil¬ 
lage if you could? 
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I wouldn’t change anything about Charmouth, expect per¬ 
haps a little more sunshine at the moment! 

■ ARE you a member of any local groups? 

I am a member of Lyme Regis Gig Club. I have met some 
great friends through the gig club, we are all pretty much 
obsessed with it. I am also a fundraiser for the club. 

I am also a member of the West Dorset Holiday Parks As¬ 
sociation, which is very active in promoting the area and 
raising standards in the industry along with good practice 
to ensure all our guests have a wonderful experience 
while holidaying here. 

■ WHAT are your personal interests? 

I love to spend time with family and friends. I love walk¬ 
ing and I am walking the South West Coast Path - very 
slowly. I really enjoy gig rowing both competitively and 
socially. I enjoy the thrill of competitive rowing and race 
coxing both of which I have done in local regattas and 
the World Championships in the Scilly Isles. I go circuit 
training in the winter to help keep up the fitness. 

I enjoy most water sports in or on the water. I was a very 
keen swimmer when younger and have been known to 
play a round of golf or two. I enjoy gardening although I 
don’t spend enough time doing it.

DORCHESTER’S Corn¬ 
wall Hotel is on the mar¬ 
ket again - after the 
second attempt to run it 
as a going concern over 
the past three years re¬ 
sulted in closure.

Police arrest man

Warning bird call apps could cause harm to wildlife 


DORSET Wildlife Trust is launching 
an online campaign to raise 
awareness and warn people of the 
harm that can be caused to 
wildlife by using mobile phone 
apps which mimic birdsong. 

Wardens on Brownsea Island 
have reported incidents of visitors 
using these mobile apps which 
imitate the unusual call of the 
Nightjar, to get a closer photo¬ 
graph. 

All nesting birds are protected 
under The Wildlife and Country¬ 
side Act 1981, which states that it 
is an offence to intentionally dis¬ 
turb any nesting bird. 


ChrisThain, Reserve Manager on 
Brownsea Island said: "The apps 
are becoming quite common, and 
are great, but their use needs 
some guidance I feel. I'm sure visi¬ 
tors would be devastated if they 
realised the possible disturbance 
they were causing to wildlife. We 
need to spread the word that use 
of these apps is not suitable for na¬ 
ture reserves and can be poten¬ 
tially harmful to sensitive species." 

Tony Whitehead, Public Affairs 
Officer for RSPB in the South West 
said:"Repeatedly playing a record¬ 
ing of birdsong or calls to encour¬ 
age a bird to respond in order to 


see it or photograph it can divert 
a territorial bird from other impor¬ 
tant duties, such as feeding its 
young. It is selfish and shows no 
respect to the bird. People should 
never use playback to attract a 
species during its breeding sea¬ 
son." 

Dorset Wildlife Trust will be dis¬ 
couraging the use of these widely 
available mobile phone apps on 
all of its 42 reserves across Dorset. 

Signs have been put up at 
Brownsea Island, which is leased 
from the National Trust, to remind 
visitors they are advised not to use 
bird apps on our reserves.

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Upset over loss of wild orchids 

A CHARMINSTER man has been upset by the de¬ 
struction of more than 40 Early Purple Orchids on 
downland near his home. 

Derek Fowler says over the years he has seen the 
number of orchids on the down gradually increase 
and in early May counted 42 flowering spikes of Early 
Purple Orchids. 

"These all occur along a diagonal strip across the 
field obviously where the soil is very poor. This fea¬ 
ture extends in a diminished way to the south of the 
bridleway so I thought I would check quickly if there 
was anything there and to my great delight found a 
single 'Green-winged Orchid'. 

"The Green-winged is not a desperately rare plant 
but it is very localised and at least 'un-usual,'"said Mr 
Fowler. 

When he returned after a few days away he discov¬ 
ered that all the Early Purple Orchids were wilted over 
and he was unable to find the Green-winged orchid. 

"I could not find and imagine it had been run over 
by tractor wheels." 

Mr Fowler says he spoke to Dorset Wildlife Trust 
about what he believes was the spraying of the field 
and was told that the farmer may have done this be¬ 
cause of silage production being affected by a large 
number of dandelions which were also in the field. 

Mr Fowler admits that the field has no protection 
status and says he feels it a shame that there is ap¬ 
parently nothing which can be done to safeguard 
such sites.

Wildlife trust goes door-to-door in bid to increase support 


DORSET Wildlife Trust is to embark on a 
door-to-door collection to boosts its in¬ 
come. 

The trust says it needs more work to help 
counteract the significant decline in 
wildlife, reported in the May State of Nature 
report. 

And although the organisation is one of 
the biggest charities in the county it still 
needs additional funding for its work. 

The trust and other conservation organi¬ 
sations fear that the protection of the envi¬ 
ronment has become less of a priority at 
time when many traditional funding 
sources for charities have been reduced or 
withdrawn. 

During the next few months, specially 
trained fundraisers, wearing clothing bear¬ 


ing the distinctive Dorset WildlifeTrust logo 
and carrying identification badges, will be 
calling house-to-house. 

The fundraisers have been trained by the 
specialist organisation - Wesser, who has 
raised millions of pounds for charities 
across Europe. 

They will not be collecting cash or 
cheques; instead, they will be asking peo¬ 
ple to become members of Dorset Wildlife 
Trust with regular, affordable direct debit 
donations. 

Anyone wishing to do so just needs to 
complete a simple form, which can be done 
on the doorstep. 

Director of Fundraising and Marketing for 
DTW, Alastair Cook said: "We depend heav¬ 
ily on the support of our members, as they 


provide our only regular source of income. 
We receive no Government funding for car¬ 
rying out our conservation work and pro¬ 
tecting some of the most beautiful parts of 
Dorset." 

"By working with Wesser we are able to 
tell people about our charitable work, as 
well as raising funds in the most cost-effec¬ 
tive and secure way possible, through reg¬ 
ular donations. 

"This is a local campaign, which directly 
supports our conservation work in Dorset. 
Long term support makes all the difference 
in planning for the future, helping Dorset 
Wildlife Trust to continue its valuable work 
in ensuring the county's fabulous wildlife 
has a secure future and can be enjoyed by 
everyone."

Egyptian collective bring their traditional songs to Dorset 


FOLLOWING a stunning debut at WOMAD last 
year, Nuba Nour promise an enchanting 
evening of music from the banks of the river 
Nile. 

Nubia was an ancient African kingdom in the 
Nile valley, situated between present-day 
southern Egypt and northern Sudan. Some¬ 
times referred to as Kush or Aithiopia, it is 
thought to have been one of the earliest civili¬ 
sations in the region, occupying an important 
trade route through North Africa, sub-Saharan 
Africa and the Mediterranean. 

NubaNour are a Cairo-based collective of Nu¬ 
bian singers and master frame drummers, per¬ 
forming traditional music and dance from 
antiquity, alongside contemporary acoustic 
songs reflecting the ongoing struggles of life in 
exile after the loss of their Aswan homelands 
during the construction of the High Dam in the 
1960s. 

The Aswan High Dam was a symbol of Egypt¬ 
ian nationalistic pride following the 1952 Revo¬ 
lution, promising to usher a new era of 
prosperity through industrialisation. Financed 
by the USSR and hailed, at the time, as a tri¬ 
umph of water management and the might of 
hydroelectricity, the project resulted in the cre¬ 
ation of Lake Nasser, one of the world's largest 
man-made reservoirs. 

It was the people of Nubia however who were 
to pay a high price for the benefits the Dam 


bought to the wider Egyptian population, and 
some fifty years after their ancestral lands were 
drowned under the waters of Lake Nasser, the 
environmental and social impacts of the High 
Dam are still felt amongst the estimated 
120,000 Nubian people who were subsequently 
forced to migrate elsewhere in Egypt. 

Original formed in Cairo in 1962, NubaNour's 
repertoire comprises both the secular and the 
sacred. The band's evocative call and response 
chants comprise agricultural and work songs 
which serve to remind the Nubians of their 
farming origins; sacred songs feature verses 
praising both Christian and Islamic saints, re¬ 
flecting the influence and dominance of differ¬ 
ent religions and spiritual practices in Nubia 
throughout history while later day poetic songs 
are meditations about the loss and longing en¬ 
dured by the Nubian people and an expression 
of hope for the growing movement calling for a 
return to a new homeland. "Dance also plays a 
central role in the band's performances with a 
unique dance called Frry representing the 
movement of Balti fish swimming through the 
waves of the Nile."

Heath looking forward to the challenge 


DORCHESTER Town's assistant manager Stuart 
Heath is looking forward to the new season de¬ 
spite seeing the playing budget cut by half, and 
believes he and manager Phil Simkin have the 
players to prove doubters wrong. 

"It's a challenge. Phil and I had numerous con¬ 
versations about it when it was first decided. 
The basic choice is to walk away or to stay and 
meet the challenge head on and that is what 
we have decided to do. 

"It's more of a demanding challenge than last 
season for sure, but in a way perhaps it's a more 
enjoyable situation because we all have to step 
up to the plate - coaches, managers, directors, 
players and supporters - and make the best of 
the situation. If you have the right approach 
and attitude at the club then we can make it 
work. If we don't and keep on about the 
budget then it simply won't work." 

He added: "The squad is small but they are a 
good set of players with ability and attitude. We 
will have to be lucky with injuries, get some 
loan players in and give our most talented 
young players the chance, but Danny Way, Josh 
Tennant and Calvin Brooks were all given a 
chance last season and showed up well. We 
can't expect them to do it every week but we 
know that they can do it given the right occa¬ 
sion so that's promising for us. I do believe 
there a few more local lads can do that as well. 

"When the bookies odds come out I'm sure 
we will be one of the favourites for relegation, 
but when you see that, it is just a challenge to 
prove the bookies wrong. When I look at the 
players we have signed which includes Danny 
Green back to full fitness, then I fully believe we 
will be proving people wrong." 


One of the biggest remaining tasks is to per¬ 
suade Nick Crittenden and Jake Smeeton to 
sign new contracts. 

"Those two are really the remaining players 
from last season and we are working hard with 
both of them to try and agree a deal. It's very 
difficult because we are almost up to budget. 
Both are good players and both deserve to be 
on the money they were last season, but obvi¬ 
ously with the reduced budget it's proving very 
difficult. 

Negotiations between the players and us are 
still on going but they are crucial players for us 
and, if they are both fit, they are proven Con¬ 
ference players and we are very lucky to have 
them. 

"You don't usually get a left back and a wide 
right midfielder of the quality of those two and 
so they do really give you value for money, but 
it's common knowledge that the budget is 
tight and we have no qualms about that be¬ 
cause we have known it for quite a while and 
know the situation, but we are working hard to 
tie it up because we realise they are two impor¬ 
tant players. 

"They both want to stay which is good and 
we are going in the right direction with them 
but it might take a few weeks to complete but 
we certainly hope they will be with us pre-sea- 
son and hopefully during that time we will 
come to some agreement. 

"They are two players in demand and both 
have clubs interested in them and quite rightly 
so, because they are two outstanding players 
who have proven over a number of seasons 
now that they are quality Conference South 
players. 


"Both sustained injuries pre-season which is 
the worst time to do so, and it took them al¬ 
most to the turn of the year to get back to their 
best, but when they were I thought they were 
probably our two most consistent performers 
in the second half of the season. 

"With that in mind, to me personally I love 
both of them both in the dressing room and on 
the pitch and it's really crucial we keep them. 

"We have lost three or four players, there's no 
getting away from that but we don't want to 
lose too many more. We've signed some good 
players and we've got a good squad, but it's a 
small squad and players like Critts and Smeets 
don't come around too often, and don't live in 
an area where there are plenty of proven Con¬ 
ference South players, and we have two lads 
who love the club, are local and proven quality. 

"I think last season every player bar none en¬ 
joyed it so that's a good starting point in keep¬ 
ing players. The budget is tight, but players 
understand that and because of the success of 
last season they want to try and go through 
that again and stay at the club. 

It's testament to Simkin and Heath that the 
players are happy to play for the Magpies. 

"I don't think anyone really wants to leave the 
club or has left in an acrimonious way, but just 
sometimes the offers that come their way are 
too good to turn down. We understand that in 
the current circumstances we can't match 
them, and so do the players; it's a fact of life 
where we are with our budget. 

"We certainly won't be complaining about it 
as we have agreed to go along with the direc¬ 
tion the club is going and are fully behind it 
and we are going to work with what we've got."

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Blake:'I need to reproduce 
training form on the track' 


DORCHESTER Paralympian Paul Blake is looking for¬ 
ward to the World Championships next month despite un¬ 
spectacular results on the track to date (writes Stuart 
Broom). 

With less than a month to go the 23-year old believes 
that he only has to replicate what he is doing in training 
on the track in Lyon, France next month to give himself 
a great chance of picking up medals in the 400m and 
800m. 

A groin injury at the turn of the year meant that he 
missed the indoor athletic programme, preferring to con¬ 
centrate on regaining fitness and prepare for the outdoor 
season. Despite a successful training programme, his rac¬ 
ing results have been patchy, something Blake puts down 
to his mental approach. 

Talking to View Sport after returning from the German 


Championships held in Berlin earlier this month, the cur¬ 
rent 400m T36 IPC World Champion and London 2012 
Paralympic Silver medallist said: “In Berlin both the 
400m and 800m were mixed class races. There were only 
two of us really capable of winning in the 400m’s; Alexey 
Orekhov a visually impaired V1 class runner and me. 

“It was my first 400m of the season and I guess I was 
not fully in race mode. I went off far too quickly and did¬ 
n’t have the strength with 120m to go” 

Blake finished in a time of 56.43, more than two sec¬ 
onds slower than his silver medal time last summer and 
down on Orekhov. 

“I know I can do much better, my training times have 
proved that. My problem is a mental one; I worry too 
much about the competition rather than run my own race. 
I need to mentally be able to relax and be confident in my 


own ability. I was much more relaxed in the 200m race, 
which included three GB athletes. I was using it to test 
my speed work, and I enjoyed the race much more.” 

Double amputee London gold medallist Richard White- 
head won the race in 25.21 from T36 100m silver medal¬ 
list Graham Ballard (25.42) second,with Blake third in 
25.84 just ahead of London Paralympic T36 200m bronze 
medallist Ben Rushgrove. 

Looking to Lyon, Blake will need to beat Russian ad¬ 
versaries Evgenii Shvetcov, Artem Arefyev, who he beat 
for the first time recently in the Nell Cooman Games, and 
Roman Pavlek if he is to bring back gold, but he has also 
noticed two new names which he will be looking out for; 
Frenchman Alix Delorme and a Polish athlete. 

Blake has one more opportunity to hone his 400m race 
technique when he runs at Watford next weeek.
